Which was proper, vv'nich was 
well deserved by the gailant yonng officer, 
who had risked bis lite for his country and 
had brought home an honorable scar. 

Hut there was another side of the picture 
that wc saw. It Was this: On the same train 
upon which came the Lieutenant, came also a 
youn«f ecldicr — a privttc in the same regiment, 
wounded perhaps not, but e\'.dently wota 
aud wasted by the terrible fever of the camp, 
more deadly thin bullets, more difficult to 
endure.

We saw him leave the 
depot, and the crowd, aud go 6ilcutly and alone 
down the 6treet. No one cheered him; no one, 
that we saw, greeted him; two of the carriages 
that went up to the depot for the Lieutenant, 
passed him on the way, rctmrrng empty; still 
he trudged on wearily, bcLt beneath the 
weight of the bcaA y kaat sack aud blankct6 he 
canted on his back, weak, c\ldcutly, and t ick 
Willi the lever— aye, Kirk wit > d oth, tremu- 
lously, yet chcerluHy, he walked d«»u.» the 
r.trect to a s home, though alone. This was 
onT'fiday. On Sundry morning he was mus- 
tered out ol the let fice— bV death! His name 
was Lyman Tern', af Company F, and he 
w.io ei'lisicd Ire-in \V lifted, in our o 
connty.

Tho European advices wc publish to-day 
go fir, wc regret to 6ay, to confirm the im- 
pression tha'. we are rapiJlv dntting lata ■ 
war with at least one of the first-class military 
and naval powers of the old world. We 
doubt whether the Abolition hcaya ni M M 
Washington can toe the drift s > plainly as 
other people, whose opticjare not constantly 
fixed upon Africa, eau see it. Mr. Sccrclaiy 
Seward seems to M 'specially blind to it, for 
his European diplomacy of late seems to be 
directed, not so much to tho eoaaMMMttM! 1,1 
Confederate plots, iu London and l\.ris. as to 
conciliating th-j worthless favor ef the little, 
Bubanential knot of tea thinking Abolition- 
ists of Exeter Hall. . 

Bat no matter whether Mr. Seward is 
blind, or whether Mr. Lincoln is blind. The 
signs of approuchiug trouble wi-h Frantic arc 
so unmistakable that he who ruts may rod. 
To say nothing of the atlvaucc of a French 
army to take possession of Matamoras at the 
mouth of thc'Kio Grande, as it to play into 
the hands of the rebels by protecting their 
contraband trade, we are informed that the 
Confederate steamer Florida has been per- 
mitted to enter the Government dock-yaid at 
Brest for repairs, and that gunboats lor tha 
rebel aciviee are actually in course of con- 
struction at other French ports.

Wc learn by the steamer George Wa>hinu'- 
ton, which arrived to-day from New Orleaus, 
that much excitement existed there, among 
the rebel sympathizes and their friende, in 
reference to the great military and naval ex- 
peditions about to depart from that pr>int.

Cincinnati, September 10. 
A dispatch to the Gazette from Knoxville 
Tennestte, of 6th rays: The great campaii^T. 
of tbe war ib over. We are in full possession 
of East TtBiicB6ec — a great bloodless vie 
tory, 

The campaign wns skillfully planned an<? 
energetically executed. Such was the ra 
pidity of our movements that the rebels were 
taken unaware?, and fl.d before ns withou 
destroying property. At Loudon they at 
tempted to hold the bridge, but the imt><aur>s 
i'y of the 8ccond Teuneesee regiment broki 
them to fragments. Three steamboats, three 
locomotives, and a large number of cars were 
captured latere. 

The whole march of cur army was a perfect 
ovation; and on our entry into Knoxville— 
event long to be rtmembered— thousands of 
people, of evtry age, sex, color, and <ondi- 
dition lined the way with Rhouts and tears, 
intermingled with martial music, and joy 
reigned supreme. 

Burnside addressed the soldiers and people, 
and assured them of protection; and that 
wbile justice should be dealt, revenge was 
no part of the policy of the Government. 

General Carter also spoke in touching 
terms of their suffering, and annou 
termination. 

Col. Saunders wis called out amid shouts 
of welcome. 

Col. Gilbert is appointed Militarv Governor 
and Gen. Carter Prcvost Marshal cl East 
Tennessee. 

A second dispatch sayB our right wing is 
in easy reach of Roeecrans' left. 

The rebels regarded our expeditton as 
raid until tbe last moment. The march of 
two hundred and fifty eij;ht miles was a hard 
one, but made in good order. Oar trains are 
all up in good shape. 

"Washington, S?ptember 10. 
The following was received here this even 
ing: 

Department of the South, 
Headquarters in the Field, 
September 7, 1863. 
To Major General Ifallcck: 

I have the honor to report thU Fort Wag 
ner and Battery Gregg are ours. Last nignt 
our sappers crowned the crest of the counter 
scarp of Fort Wagner on its eea front, mask 
ing all its gun»; and an order was issued to 
c»rry the place by assault at 9 o'clock this 
morning, that being the hour of low-tide* 

About teu o'clock last night the enemy 
commenced evacuating the island, and all but 
70 of them made their escape from Cummings 
Point in small boats. Captured dispatches 
show that the fort was commanded by Col. 
Keitt, of South Carolina and garrisoned by 
1,400 effective men, and battery Gregg by be- 
tween 100 and -"00. Fort Wagnr r is a work of 
the most formidable kind and its bomb-proof 
shelter, capable of holding 1,800 nun, remains 
intact alter the most terrible bombardment to 
which any work was ever subjected. We 
have captured nineteen pieces of artillery and 
a large supply of excellent ammunition. The 
city and harbor of Charleston are now com- 
pletely covered by our guns. I have the hon- 
or to be, General, very respectfully,

Chattanooga, Tenn., September 9. 

Wood and Waggoner occupied the city si- 
multaneously at ten minutes past eleven. 
The enemy's rear guard of cavalry under Pe- 
gram left an hour before. They have taken 
two steamboats, a horseboat, thirty pontoon 
boats. They have taken but very few stores, 
no artillery and no prisoners. The works 
were unusuilly strong and could only have 
been taken by a flank movement. The 
campaign was one of the most brilliant of the 
war, reflecting great honor on Rosecrans. 
The casualties in the entire campaign is only 
one man killed. Bragg discovered the flank- 
ing movement of McCook and Thomison ou 
Monday night and Immediately began to evac- 
uate. He withdrew on the roads to Rome, 
where it is said he will make a sttud. John- 
ston re-enforced him with two divisions, and 
Br ckioridge and Cleburn twelve thousand. 

Buckner fell back lroin Knoxville with 10,- 
000 men, which forms the rebel rear guard. 
The army is pushing forward. The campaign 
is not yet ended. Citizens say if the rebels 
are pushed bard they won't stop this side ol 
Atlanta. The army does not halt here, but is 
pushing southward rapidly. 

Chattanooga, September 10. — General Rose- 
crans entered the city to-day. 

Bishop Purcell, of Cincinnati, is celebrating 
ma66 in the Cathedral at General Rosecrans' 
request 

The rebels left but few stores here. 

All the citzsns left the city three weeks 
ago, taking away their furniture, and very few 
have returned. 

(ieneral Rosecrans highly complimented 
Waggoner for his movements. Waggoner had 
command of a eclumn n mhof the river, and 
appears to have deceived Bragg entirely as to 
the real position of the army. 

Burnside's advance at Athens is moving 
down rapidly to form a junction with Rose- 
crans. 

Captain Vanduz:r's telegraph corps epened 
the office here to-day at noon. 

Leavenworth, September 10. 

Official intelligence of the capture of Fort 
Smith reached here this morning. 

Blunt camped within two miles of Cooper 
and Cabell, who had a force of 4,000 rebels 
we6t of the fort. Next morning he marched 
to attack them, but tfcry had fled. 

Colonel Cloud chased Cabell twenty miles 
south and had a brief engncemeut. but after a 
few rounds Cabell's men fled in all directions. 
Our loss was eight wounded. Captain Lane, 
of the Second Kansas regiment, was killed. 
Before Cloud relumed Blunt had entered the 
fort unresisted. 

Blunt is seriously 111, and will return home- 
ward as soon as he is abla to sit up. 

Tbe Creek Iadians have maialy deserted tie 
rebels, 

Mcintosh has gone towards Red river with 
only 150 men from bis two regiments, and in 
thirty days no rebel force will remain in the 
Indian Territory. 

Contrabands are now flockirg into Fort 
Smith. 

The rebels have evacuated Little Rock snd 
removed forty miles below, to Fort Washing- 
ton, which they are fortifying. 

Washington, September 10. 

A deputation of Nashville merchant wait 
ed on Secretary Chase to-day to ask for the 
removal of certain restrictions from the trade 
ol Nashville and Middle Tennessee. It is 
probable that the object of their visit will be 
accomplished in the pending modification of 
commercial regulations applicable to Western 
commerce. 

Col. Edward E. Potter, chief of 6taff, tele- 
graphed from Fortress Monroe to Genetl 
Halleck that when, on Tuesday evening, Capt. 
Chisholm, of the steamer New York, lef 
Charleston harbor, the rebel nig was still fly- 
ing at Sumter, but no guns were mounted, 
and only a very small force remained there. 

Five monitors and the Ironsides engaged 
batteries Beauregard and Bee from 5 o'clock 
a. m. , till 2 o'clock p. m , on Tuesday , the 8th. 

A shell from one of tbe monitors exploded 
in the magsz'ne of Fort Moultrie, and the 
south-western parapet was seriously damaged 
by the explosion. 

Fortress Monroe, Sept. 10. 
The steamer New York arrived to-day from 
Morris Island. She reports that she left at 3 
o'clock Tuesday evening. Morris Island had 
been completely in our possession since Sun- 
day. We captured eleven guns and twentv- 
five men. 

Five monitors and the Ironsides were be- 
seiging Fort Moultrie. When the New York 
left it was reported that we had blown up the 
mag z ! ne. 

New York, September 10. 
The transport Daniel Webster, from the 
Southern coast, arrived to-day.

Fatal Accident on the Little Miami 
Railroad.— We yesterday received the infor- 
mation that the night freieht train, which 
left the depot of theLltUe Miami railroad on 
Tuesday last, between four and five o'clock 
in the afternoon, ran off the track a short 
distance above C >rwine, between nine and 
ten o'clock, sraishing the locomotive and sev- 
eral cars. It appears that the storm was so 
severe in that vicinity as to urdermiue 
the track and wash away a culvert, 
over which the train had to pass, 
leaving a large and dangerous cavitv 
The fact was known to no one, and 
the engineer, unconscious of the danger tha 
awaited him, rushed with his train into the 
awful abyss. The engineer, William O'Brian, 
the fireman, Levi Pruc. aid the brakeman, 
Henry Dugan, who wis e>n tbe engine at the 
time, were instantly killed. The engine was 
badly damaged, and four of the cars ttat 
were precipitated into the hole with it were 
entirety destroyed by fire, which probably 
s communicated to the whisky with which 
one car was freighted, the barrels bursting by 
the force of the fall.

The river at this point came to a 
with two fee) two inches water in the canal last 
evening by the mark. During the previous twenty- 
four hours the river at the head of the falls had 
varied so little as to be hardly pcrccptable. It is 
generally belftved that the water will be rising to- 
day. The weather was clear and very warm . 

The river at Cincinnati rose 11 inches on Wcd- 
nceday, but Wednesduy night commenced falling 
and yesterday at noon was still receding with four 
feet three inches water in the channel hence to thi» 
place. 

At Pittsburg, yesterday at noon, the river was 
stationary with only twenty two inches water in 
the channel. 

The Portland bar, which has been such an im- 
pediment to navigation, Is fast cutting out. Yes- 
terday there was fully thirty inches water in the 
channel -and the ferryboats were enabled to make 
their regular trips. 

The lower Ohio is still very low, but stationary. 
On the worst bars hence to Cairo there is but little 
over two feet water. 

The Illinois river is falling slowly in the banks 
and cutting out in the channel, with twenty-live 
inches below Naples and Peoria. 

The Upper Mississippi is reported rising from St 
Paul to Keokuk, aud is stationary below. There 
is AH feet on the Upper and 3* on the Lower 
Rapids. Below ATeokuk there Is fix feet in the 
channel. 

The Missouri river Is falling, and becoming ex- 
ceedingly difficult to navigate below Jefferson 
City. Three feet water cannot be found at Osage 
and Gasconade. Boatmen say they never saw the 
Missouri rivor so low as it Is at present, even ha 
the ice times of winter. 

Business on the wharf to^lay was very dull. The 
arrivals and departures were only moderate, and 
they received and discharg ed but little freight.
